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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

• The allowed claims are 1-3. 

• The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The claim as a whole 
including the limitation of the first inner sleeve is a hollow tube and one end has a stopper and 
the other end has a trumpet opening which is not shown in the prior art of record, nor is it 
obvious to combine with the prior art of record.
